Colombo accused New Delhi 
of turning a “blind eye.'* To 
rebels training in the southern 
Indian state of Tamil Nadu, 20 
miles across the Park Strait 
dividing India from Sri Lanka. 

A Sri Lankan statement 
said: ‘Terrorist leaders livp 

openly in Tamil Nadu, make 
statements in the Indian Press 
and arc received by leading I 
Indian ’ political personalities." 

The four-page - statement was 
issued- in Colombo after Mr 
Rajiv Gandhi. Indian Prime 
Minister. had made the 
strongest condemnation so far 
of increasing Sri Lanka 
violence, which has claimed 
more than 570 lives 

Mr Gandhi also urged the | 
Colombo Government to ; 
resume political negotiations 
which would- meet the “ legiti- 
mate aspirations” of the 2-6 
million Tamols in Sri Lanka. 

The Sri Lankan response, 
issued by Mr A. C. S. Hanieed.* 
Foreign Minister, said: “It. is 
a matter of surprise and regret 
that the Prime Minister has 
chosen not to make any refer- 
ence, to the escalation of ter-- 
rorist ' violence which has led 
to the brutal killing of innocent 
civilians.”

As the industry enters its tenth 

year _ the number of owners jn 

Britain approaches 20,000 and the 
number of developments has also 
risen to nearly 50. Most belong to 
one of two international exchange 
networks, giving owners the chance 
to exchange within a worldwide 
catalogue of - some 1.500 resorts. 

The man who introduced time- 
sharing to Britain was Mr Frank 
Chapman. “ I thought oF this wonder- 
ful idea, but when I told my friends 
m America, they told me thev had 
been doing it for years! " he said last 
week. 


We bad just completed a tour by 
helicopter of most of the resorts in 
Scotland, three of them now under 
the control of the Bamatt house- 
building .empire which merged with 
Chapman's enterprise two years ago. 

^Scotland appeals to many people for 
its diversity. Most of the resorts I 
visited, offered comfortable accom- 
modation, wholesome food and 
enough activities to occupy the most 
agile. 

My first visit was Aviemore, where 
there are three time-sharing opera- 
tions. 1 stayed in Dalfaber Village, 
bought by Barra tt before the merger 
with Frank' Chapman. The former 
farm, bounded by the fast flowing 
Spey, covers 130 acres which now 
include a small golf course free to 
time-share customers. Other leisure 
facilities include -an indoor tennis 
court, on which it has been found 
that bowls can • be played, squash 
courts, swimming pool, curling and. 
for those determined to miss-spend 
their youth, there is snooker. 

As with most successful resorts 
there are also gymnasiums, health 
end beauty centres, solariums, steam 
tcoiiis and, for apres squash, a mass- 
age parlour. 

Planning consent exists far a total 
of 140 units, though so far only 54 
have been built. Among the most 
popular are the new octagonal “ Top- 
siders,” built arouod a central stalk, 
which sleep six people with ease. - 

Weeks at Dalfaber range in price 
between £2,100 ' and £7,850, and as 
at several Scottish developments they 
are sold “in perpetuity." Manage- 
ment charges in the smallest units 
are £40 for every week owned, rising 
to a maximum of £90 in the largest 
lodges. 

Aviemore is not the prettiest place 
in Scotland. Indeed first impressions 
at the railway station are verging on

£he depressing, but for seekers after 
'health, and ski slopes, it is hard to 


better. There are already seven ski 
tows and 14 pistes, ranging on 
degrees of danger from slight to 
considerable. The Aviemore centre 
itself is undergoing a renaissance, 
and should eventually appeal to the 
more discriminating (and affluent) 
visitor. 

In the village are two more time- 


sharing opportunities. One is at the- 
Coyium Bridge Hotei. where some 
attractive-looking lodges are being 
built in the grounds, and the other 
is close to the Aviemore Centre, 
catering especially for ski fanatics. 

The latteT, called Scandinavian 
Village, is putting great emphasis on 
the exchange opportunities and pro- 
mises buyers a travel voucher worth 
£1,000 for use in their first exchange. 
Also, in common with all resorts 
linked to the R C I (Resorts Condo- 
miniums International) network, 
owners can exchange their British 
week for two in America, because 
there is an imbalance in the number 
of available developments in Europe 
to cater for all the American owners 
wanting to come here. 

While the Scandinavian Village’s 
65 holiday homes do not offer the 
same degree of opnlence found at 
Barratfs developments they are cer- 
tainly comfortable. In addition, 
owners have the . use of the very 
considerable facilities at the holiday 
centre next door. Prices for weeks 
start at £2,100 for low season in a 
unit sleeping four, rising to a high 
season week costing £6,500 in a unit 
sleeping six. 

Aviemore is only 40 minutes drive 
from Inverness Airport. Among the 
other memorable attractions of the 
village is the Cairngorm Whisky 


Centre and Museum, run by a very 
English-sounding Scot named Frank 


Clark. Here my host and I did 
tackle the malt whisky lake, but’ 


with no fewer than 107 varieties to 
cope with failed utterly. 

The' Loch Rannoch development is 
now all bat- complete and Bairatts 
expect it to be sold' out next year. 
The £1*2 million entertainment and 
conference centre . is almost ready 
and then Britain's first time-share 
resort will be truly finished. 

The hotel at the centre of- the 
complex is also fully booked, proof, 
were it needed, that leisure develop- 
ment is bringing life and employ- 
ment back to. the more remote parts 
of Scotland and that is withorit the 
financial support of the Highlands 
and Islands Board. 

There are 85 lodges at Loch -Ran- 
noch and owners have a choice of 
many facilities, including some excel- 
lent new squash courts and a chal- 
lenging dry ski slope. The units range 
in size from 550 sq ft to 2.750 
sq ft, and there are not many of 
the 4,335 . weeks -left to sell. Prices 
range From £2.500 for a studio in low 
season (sleeping two) up to £7.750 
for a highland lodge sleeping eight 
in the high, season. Weekly main- 
tenance charges are between £40 and 
£75. 

In the heart of the Trossachs. 50 
miles from. Glasgow, is Forest Hills, 
perhaps the flagship of Barra tt’s suc- 
cessful leisure arm. It stands in 22 
acres of parkland overlooking Loch 
Ard. 

All the apartments have views 
across the loch towards Ben Lomnnd 
and for golf fanatics there is free 


play on the nearby Aberfoyle club 
course. 

All the facilities are here, but the 
most spectacular achievement is 
surely the indoor curling rink. All 
56 units will have two bedrooms and 
prices for wck-ks range between 
£5.950 and £7.950. Management fees 
are £70 for each week owned. The 
resort is linked to R C 1. whereas Loch 
Rannoch belongs to the other net- 
work, Interval International. 

The final leg of my' journey took 
me to the Western Isles for a com- 
plete contrast in holiday homes. The 
Melfdrt Estate, by Oban, in Argyll, 
is beside one of Scotland's most 
beautiful sea lochs and for someone 
seeking total tranquillity there are 
sure I v few better places. 

Mcifort, once the centre of the 
Campbells of Melfort, was bought 
and developed as a gunpowder mill 
in 1658. Production ceased after a 
catastrophic explosion in 1867. Now 
a young family, the Stotts, arc 
restoring- the 17 estate cottatros and 
work is also progressing on the con- 
struction of a small swimming pool 
and leisure centre in the old gun- 
powder house. 

The centre, linked to. RCI. offers 
single, twin and three-bedroom cot- 
tages from £1,000 a week up to 
£3.550. Maintenance charges are cur- 
rently between £54 and £57 a week. 

The area is not easy to get to, 
Glasgow being a two-hour drive away, 
hut the peace of this wild, yet norm- 
ally mild corner of Scotland is worth 
the journey.

Sotheby’s worldwide net auc- 
tion sales for tbe season to 
December totalled £202 million, 
an increase of 43 per cent over 
the £141 million for the same 
period last year. 

Christie’s season sales total 
was fil50.eOO.tMKI. a rise of 20 
per. cent, over the comparable 
1983 season. Meanwhile. Phil- 
lips announced a record turn- 
over of £50,117.320 for the 
year January to December, an 
increase of 20-4 per cent on 
the. previous year.

Cholesterol : it’s all a question of health

K.C.E. : ■ -Da you: con- 
sider that" doctors would 
be' justified, in the 
present state -of know- 
ledge, . in • ■prescribing 
dietary restrictions as a 
preventive measure? 

DJ.M. ; . That depends 
on ’ . who they are 1 pre? 
scnhjng it ; . i to.' the first 
point being that diagnosis 
really becomes-, the- first 
step. Fmdin'g .out what an 
individual’s cholesterol 
level is and putting that 
.jjjrrto a context, of. all his 
risk factors: whether he 
smokes cigarettes, _ is 
overweight, has . . high 
blood pressure, glucose 
intolerance or takes little 
exercise. 

I think ia diet that is 
low in cholesterol and 
moderately low in fat is 
probably the first 
approach one would take 
for a high-risk patient. 

K.C.H.: Do you think 
that if you restrict fats 
people will increase car- 
bohydrates so. that you 
are then running the risk 
% causing the very 
obesity you are trying to 
avoid? 

DJ.M.: In. part this is 
why we need a unified 
approach . to treating 
cardiovascular disease 
risk profiles. That is. to 
get ptlo pie 'down to their 
normal . body-weight and 
increase., their exercise 
programme so they are 
r eall y using up an equal 
■number of calories to 
those they are .taking' 1 m 

K.C.H.: From the point

AN American professor who 
thinks that healthy people 
should riot be urged to 
change their diet to prevent 
heart attacks . was in London 
recently to lecture at the Royal 
Society ' of Medicine. Professor 
Donald - .]. McNamara, a bio- 
chemist, has for Several years 


researched the role of dietary fat 
in causing heart attacks. He is an 
associate of E. H. Ahrens, who dis- 
covered the effect polyunsaturates 
such as sunflower seed oil have on 
the level of cholesterol in the 
blood. I was invited to meet 
Professor McNamara at his hotel 
before he delivered his lecture.

disease?’ 

DJ.M.: I think off-hand 
one cannot ' really talk 
about a specific food 
causing an increased ri$k. 
I think it depends again 
on the individual and 
how he responds to 

certain foods. 

’ For example, some 
people think of eggs as 
a .' cholesterol-containing 
food which shouldn’t be 
eaten and yet the clinical 
studies we have carried 
out in New York show 
that in ; 80 per cent, of 
the population cholesterol 
levels can stay relatively 
constant even with a 
high- consumption of eggs 
in -the-. diet-. 

For 20 per cent who 
had their '• cholesterol 
levels go up, some of 
them had small increases, 
others had fairly large 
increases. 

It's - a question of 
whether "or not it takes 
them' .into the -risk 


category, so I don’t think 
the- concept is real that 
there are good foods, 
bad foods; that some 
foods cause disease 
while others are protec- 
tive. 

I think it really comes 
down to how an indivi- 
dual responds: what an 
individual needs in terms 
of his other risks and 
how a diet can be modi- 
fied in such a way as lo 
treat that person. 

K.C.H.: There has been 
in recent years quite a 
revolutionary change in 
our views. 

DJM.: I think the 
change has come about 
because in the early 
Seventies we looked at 
the scientific informa- 
tion from a .view* 
point of lumping every- 
one together. We said 
-that if we make such- 
and-such a change in the 
diet, on average people 
will respond this way, 
and w.e didn't pay much 
attention to the indivi- 
duality of it, how people 


can vary in their re- 
sponse. 

I think also that we 
are beginning to see that 
the recommendations 
that we made Have been 
taken a little too far and 
that people are excluding 
certain foods from their 
diet and may be putting 
their diet out of balance. 
For example, avoiding 
eggs which are a very in- 
expensive. high - quality 
protein source. 

I think avoiding dairy 
products either in children 
or in older women, is 
wrong since they supply 70 
per cent, of the calcium 
that we get in our diet We 
know that bone disease is 
a problem in older women. 

We are treating every- 
body as if they had the 
disease and 1 think we are 
slightly unbalancing the 
over-all nutritional pattern 
of segments of the popu- 
lation. 

K.C.H.: Do you think, 
then, that we shouldn't 
give any dietary advice to 
the healthy? 


‘help for the hard-hit pets 


DJ.M.: I think the only 
advice, we need to give 
individuals at a normal 
cholesterol level is general 
education on nutrition; 
how to get a balanced diet 
and not to live on what 
are called empty calories: 
junk food. 

At the other extreme 
of the population are those 
who survive 
mostly in 
health - food 
stores, think- 
ing that those 
kinds of 
food-stuffs are in some 
way going to increase their 
life expectancy. We really 
need education in general 
nutrition rather than some 
kind of specification that 
this stops heart disease, 
this stops cancer, this 
stops arthritis, or the 
other things. We really 
don’t have the evidence to 
say we can guarantee the 
absence of these diseases. 

K.C.H.: On the present 
evidence then, you would 
not say that diet modifica- 
tions play an equal part 
with the other factors 
which seem to influence 
the incidence of coronary 
heart . disease, such as 
smoking, lack of exercise, 
obesity, hypertension, etc? 

DJ.M.: If we look at 
priorities of what is relat- 
ed to the development of 
the disease it is usually 
considered that cigarette 
smoking is first, elevated 
blood pressure is second 
and elevated blood chole- 
sterol is third. 

We have very good 
evidence now that treat- 
ment of hypertension can 
effectively reduce the inci- 
dence of heart attacks. 
There is good evidence 
that reducing cigarette 


smoking reduces the inci- 
dence of heart attacks. We 
don't have any evidence in 
studies either carried out 
in the United States or in 
' Europe that dietary inter- 
vention, even with high- 
risk people, can effectively 
reduce the incidence of 
heart attacks. And I think 
that is where the quan- 
dary comes in, the lack of 
evidence, so that one can- 
not equate it with decreas- 
ed cigarette smoking or 
the treatment of hyperten- 
sion because we really 
don't have the evidence to 
say that it will reduce the 
incidence of heart attacks. 

K.C.H.: You haven't 

mentioned stress in your 
list of risk priorities. 

DJ.M.: Well, stress in 
what is called in the 
United States a Type A 
personality, that is a some- 
what assertive/aggressive 
personality who tries to do 
everything at once, is 
known to increase risk. 
The other type is the per- 
son with a sedentary life- 
style who doesn't do any- 
thing. 

Both these people are at 
increased risk from the 
disease, along with people 
with mild glucose intoler- 
ance. This is why it is 
important to look at all 
the risk profiles. -It’s not 
going to do much good to 
change somebody’s diet 
who is also overweight, 
mildly hypertensive and 
gets no exercise because 
his risk profile really isn't 
going to change all that 
much. 

But people who - are 
learning to live a little 
less stressful life-style I 
think have a tendency to 
enjoy it more and possibly 
to five longer.

" We have had groups of 
miners* wives, organise them- 
selves and come in a single 
car-load from far afield,'’ re- 
ceiled Mr Webster.

Gn^EN THE WAY in which the Government and 
the BBC go about their financial business, there 
was always likely to come a point when practical 
politics would carry more weight than the principle 
(if there is one) of .protecting the B B C’s virginity 
from advertisers. In other words, when to require 
the Corporation to admit advertising would create a 
smaller political row than raising the licence fee. 
With a request from the BBC for a whopping 40 
per cent, lift in the licence fee, that point now 
seems to have been readied. A pity, in our view. 

Vain for the B B C to declare that Denmark — 
indeed most of Europe— pays more; vain to point 
out that something is owed on account from the last 
round when the BBC got (£7) less than was asked 
for. It always is. That is the way the game is 
played. In any case, at least part of the deficit arises 
from adventures, such as local radio, in which the 
Corporation has been drawn too far from its founda- 
tions. It is also unwise for the BB C to 'hint that if 
a fee of £65 creates hardship for the needy, the 
Government should invite social service depart- 
ments to pick up the bill. For that heightens the 
impression that the licence fee is a tax on viewing 
rather than a fee in respect of B B C services; and 
renders Ministers so sensitive on this subject 

So the political odds must be on the BBC 
losing this bout There will be lamentations ' from 
those haunted by the spirit of John Reith (dwind- 
ling in numbers); from those whose experience 
overseas presents the B B C in a better light than 
we get on winter evenings round the set here; and 
from the Independent companies who will be called 
upon to share with the B B C at least a proportion 
of their commercial spoils. There will enter into this 
controversy, speciously, the housemaid’s baby 
argument. Assurances will be offered that advertis- 
ing on the BBC will be restricted to one radio 
channel or another; to certain hours or programmes, 
and so on. These declarations will not be worth 
much. Once the principle is abandoned, and when 
the shoe pinches again, a persuasive case will be 
made out For just a little more.

LUMP SUMS 


SEVERAL REASONS can be urged for a reforming 
Chancellor to turn his gaze on the exemption from 
tax of lump-sum pension payments. It is a serious 
anomaly in the tax treatment of pensions. It 
enshrines no sacred principle, and is far from the 
only way that capital provision can be made For 
old age. It offers a useful revenue return of around 
£650 million to a Chancellor planning a tax-neutral 
Budget. It is also the main means of raising money 
from the pensions industry which does not translate 
into a payroll tax and a worsening of present unem- 
ployment. But the major objection to it is that it 
represents a breach of t$ie basic principle of pension 
taxation, which is that exemption applies to contri- 
butions and during accumulation but- that tax Jails 
due on withdrawal. Mr Lawson feels that this 
exemption should be ended, which is a fiscal policy 
we have endorsed. 

The political risks of bold action are apparent. 
Over 110 MPs of all parties have so far signed an 
early day motion of protest, which threatens a 
rebellion. Their warning to Mr Lawson against 
shocking deeply entrenched expectations has weight, 
for many people have made precise calculations for 
retirement and for the discharge of their mortgages 
on the planned receipt of this tax-free lump sum. 
The scale of the numbers invoIved--13 million 
people are in private schemes— denies the Chancel- 
lor the strength of feeling that he is moving against 
a special vested interest; it is more like a universal 
interest. Those affected include many on low 
incomes, since the average payment is around 
£8,500. Mr Lawson may be less concerned about 
the renegotiation which must follow of Gvil Service 
pensions, given that many civil servants^ are pre- 
sently obliged to take lump sums. But he is rightly 
anxious to stem the sudden rush of senior executives 
for early retirement promising yesterday that!

a double success. 

Figures published yesterday 
by the Independent Schools 
Information Service showed 
that almost 80 per cent of those 
who entered the schools under 
tbe Assisted Places Scheme 
have gone on to study at uni- 
versities. polytechnics and 
other colleges. 

It has been claimed that the 
scheme was depriving State- 
maintained schools of resources 
and that it was unfairly cream- 
ing _ off Hie nation’s brightest 
pupils. 

The figures show that of the 
558 assisted place sixth-form 
leavers last year, 535 or 60*4 
per cent, went to university and 
a further 109. or 19*5 per cent.. 
to polytechnics and other 
degree courses. 

According to Education 
Department statistics in 1982- 
83. 32-8 per cent of school 
leavers in English independent 
schools went on to degree 
courses. This figure does not 
include Wales.

UNLIKE LAZARDS. the manage- 
ment changes taking place at 
Samuel Montagu.

merchant banking colleagues. 

Staffan Gadd is credited with 
having put Samuel Montagu back 
on the map after several years in 
which the once famous merchant 
banking name lost much of its 
former glory. Since taking over in 
1980. Mr Gadd r.js prodded the 
bank into becoming one of the top 
ten Eurobond houses and has 
earned a reputation for putting 
together some eye-catching deal*, 
not least the £500 million Swedish 
loan arranged at the end of 1985. 

Mr Gadd has made little secret 
of his desire to push Montagu into 
the big league of international 
merchant banking, with a particular 
emphasis on international securi- 
ties markets. Montagu was one of 
the first banks to take advantage 
of the changing City environment 
by arranging to buy 50 p.c. of lead- 
ing gilt-broker W. Grcenwelt m 
.March this year. 

The problem for Mr Gadd is that 
his plans have involved massive 
spending on people and premises 
at a time when Midland Bank is in 
a mood for serious financial re- 
trenchment after its losses in 
America. 

Montagu's other shareholder, 
Aetna Life, with 40 p.c., must also 
be less than happy with the return 
on its hefty £66-1 million invest- 
ment two years ago. 

Instead. Montagu's profits are 
expected to show a sharp slide this 
year from the £11 million after tax 
achieved in 1985.
